So, with that away, did you find Paul's talk, within your realm of in- 
terest? You should, if you're considering upgrading. ‘Course, you Ex- 
tras, knew it all the time, didn't you?? Paul W8ORJ (dad of KC8XQ) gave 
some mighty fine information for the experimenter. If you are not fam- 
iliar with the grid dip meter, or the dip meter, if transistorized, 
you are missing a heck of alot of good fun! There are so many uses for 
this handy gadget, every station should have one. Paul showed us how to 
determine lengths of transmission line, for matching to antennas, or 

perhaps to another length of different characteristic impedance trans- 
mission line. He explained the relationship of radio waves moving thru

free space, versus thru material having a dielectric, other than air. 
Yep, it's called the Velocity Factor. With the dip meter and a commun- 
ications receiver, it picks out. the exact frequency, or V.F., in rela- 
tion to the formula he presented. Paul also had an impedance bridge by 
which, because of design, can determine the radiation resistance of the 
antenna, if a complete null is noted on the bridge meter. He states, 
however, if no complete null is noticed, impedance, Xj, or Xc is pre- 
sent. In that event, the antennaisnot, at that test frequency, at the 
resonance frequency of the antenna. In that case, make further tests, 
below, and above the first experimental test frequency. This bridge, 
shown in the Bill Orr (W6SAI) handbook, is called an Antennascope, and 
is used in conjunction with a dip meter output. The book (and diagrams 
is available, in the main library in Canton. 


To augment Paul's presentation, a small "brochure" has been prepared 
and will be given to those attending the next talk, we have on "Anten- 
nas". Date has not yet been established/ The "brochure" contains info 
on the use of the dip meter, in determining L and C of tuned circuits, 
including traps, resonant. frequency measurements of feedlines, and an- 
tennas - horizontal, verticals, loops etc., as a. wavemeter and even as 
a field strength meter. 


Meeting was adjourned and off to the donuts and eyeball QSO's.
